73 Broad- 
way, purporting to be signed by llie officers of 
the New York Life Insurance Company, was 
discovered Ui be a forgery. The check bad 
been presented to a broker on January aim in 
payment for a quantity of gold which the 
bearer of the check was purchasing ostensibly 
for the New York Life Insuiance Company. 
Before accepting tlie check, the broker sent it 
to the Trust Company for certification, which 
was made in lire usual way, and then returned. 
In tins condition it found Us way to llie Me- 
chanics' Banking Association, at No. 38 Wall 
street, by which it waa sent to the dealing 
llouse, and tlience to the Union Trust Com- 
pany. The forgery was not discovered until 
Tuesday, and then by Die insurance company, 
to the office of which it had been sent after the 
bank-book hail been balanced. The check was 
an engiaved fac-siinile of those used by the 
<kiiDpany, and the counterfeit of the officers' 
signature was complete. By comparing il with 
the original number taken from the book, il 
was shown that llie counterfeit check diflered 
In many particulars, but was well calculated lo 
deceive even tin most expert caiihiera. The 
forgery of Mr. FranklMi'a name A as perfect.

There is no 
reason to assume that the estimate foiiued was 
exaggerated : and as tbe population of London 
may lie mm set down as being one million 
more than it was when that COQSUS of lobster 
consumption was taken, an addition to tlic

It 
would, however, be a very moderate estimate 
to alluw for the use ol' Scotland and Ireland a 
million of lolistura per annum ; nor would it be 
in tbe least nil exaggeration to say tiiat piovin- 
dal England—in other words, Liverpool, Man- 
cheater, Birmingham, Bradford,

mote populous places—eat as many lobsters as 
Scotland anil Ireland ; say, then, another mil- 
lion—making in all an annual consumption for 
the United Kingdom of three and a hull mil- 
lions 1 These estimates are supported by the 
knowledge, lhat we derive from Norwegian 
and other foreign fisheries a third at least of 
our supply, in addition to consuming all tlie 
lonsieis which can be obtained. Lotulo:. and 
other large towns of England delight in eating 
crabs, shrimps, and other Crustacea. It mav 
be mentioned that at least one million cr.ibs 
are eaten every year in the modern Babylon ; 
and as tor the shrimps, whelks, iind periwinkles 
annually consumed, it is scarcely possible to 
estimate the quantities.—Chamber's Journal.
